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In the fall of 1947, a large stock of arms and ammunition was declered surplus. 
materiel in Switzerland and cleared for sale abroad. Various persons applied 
for the arma concession and subsequently received detailed lists of the arma 
which were being cleared for sale by the Swiss Militery Department through its 
technical division (Kriegetechnische Abteilung), The prices quoted in the 
attachment are those listed by a middleman, a certain Heaenger in Fasel.

Haenger obtained a concession for the sale of the arms from the [i1lithrisches. 
Desriaient, Krlegstechnische Abteilung. He employed a number of middlemen and 
gave then copies of the offer with the edded increase in prices. In August 
1948, Plogza and Dr. Widmer went to Rome as sales representatives, In the course 
of the ensuing nogotiations. Plossa and Widmer established contact with Leuthard 
and Pfremnmmtter uho introduced a group of Arabs as buyers, Leuthard and Pfann- 
matter had been in Esypt and had coneluded an agreement with an Egyptian govern= 
mnentel agency, on the basis of whieh they were té purehase arms and ammunition 
for the Egyptians, During the negotiations in Rome, various stocks of weapons 
and ammunition were placed on sale in Rome end other cities, Amongcthers, the 
Beretta arms factory offered the following stocks of arms and ammunition for 
sale : 


a, Thompson submachine suns 2000 


b. Machine guns 1000 
ineluding 5,000,000 and 10,000,000 rounds of armunition respectively, 
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Venturi and Plogaa handled the Beretta bids. Venturi attempted to rid himself 
of Plozza and the other parties in order to deal directly with the Arabs. After 
three or four woeks, the ATabs, after inspection of the materiel, found cut who 
was involved in the negotiations and put an end to the entire affair, No
